competent and willing hands are ready 
for the e ecessary work. 
In vie w of these facts, no valid objec­ 
tion oan be urged against encouraging 
capitalists to erect the necessary estab­ 
lishments, with the view of soon reliev­ 
ing the couorry of ifs dependence upon 
a foreign monopoly for one of the indis­ 
pensable necessities to every household. 
Tho 
prominent items 
required tor 
nulling 735,737,900 pounds of tinplate 
bought last yesr, are, in round numbers, 
900.000 tons iron ore, 325,000 tons lime­ 
stone, 1,750,000 tons coal, 317,000 tons 
pig iron, 5,250,000 bushels 
charcoal, 
5.250.000 pounds lead, 26,250,000 pounds 
tin, 10,500,000 pounds tallow, 3,250,000 
pounds sulphuric acid, and about 11,- 
000,000 feet of lumber.

The volume cf foreign immigration at 
this port tor the past eight months of the 
current year, says the New York Mail 
and Express, has a decided falling off as 
compared with the same months of 1888. 
The total number of immigrants landed 
at the port of New York last year during 
the months from January 1st to (Septem­ 
ber Isl, was 293,991. This year tor the 
same period of time it bas amounted only 
to 230,930, a decrease of 73.041, 
The greatest decrease which has been 
ahown in any one month of the present 
year as compared with the correspond­ 
ing month of 1888, was in May, when 
the number of immigrants was 23,527 less 
than rn May of last year. 
Patriotic American citizens will not 
find came tor mourning in these figures 
While it is true that the United States 
still] welcomes gladly thrifty, sturdy and 
intelligent immigrants from ether lands, 
it is also true that a v^?v great part of 
the volume of 
immigration 
to this 
country of late years has not been of 
this class of people. 
We hav i received 
far too much of the dregs of

population of foreign countries 
for 
our own good. 
We have m this 
oountry to-day a vast number of voters 
whose modes of thought aud action are 
utterly dangerously alien to the bsst instr 
tutioziB of republican America. 
To assimulate and Americanize this 
element in the near future is a task of 
great difficulty.

T H E LETTER TO FRANK S. 


A ttorn ey-G eneral M iller’s O rders for the 
P rotection o f J n stice F ield . 
W ashington, Sept. 6.—Following isthe 
letter

Attorney-General Miller

Marshal Franks of California, which was 
introduced in the hearing of the caso 
against Deputy Marshal Nagle: 
“ W ashington, D. C., April 27, 1889.— 
John G. Franks, United States Marshal, 
San Francisco—Sir: 
The proceedings 
which have heretofore been had in con­ 
nection with the caso of Mr. and Mrs. 
Terry in your United States Circuit court 
have become a matter of public notoriety, 
and I deem it my duty to call your atten­ 
tion to tho propriety of exorcising unusual 
caution for the protection of his honor, 
Justice Field, or whoever may be called 
upon to hear the caso and determine 
the 
matter. 
Of 
course 
I 
do 
not 
know 
what 
may 
be the 
purpose of Mr. and Mrs. 
Terry in the 
promises, but many things have happened 
to indicate that violence on their part may 
not be impossible. 
It is duo to the dignity 
and independence of the court and to the 
character of its judges that no effort on 
the part of the government shall be spared 
to make them feel entirely safe from 
anxiety in the discharge of their high 
duties. 
You will understand, of course, 
that this letter is not for the public, but to 
put you upon your guard. It will be proper 
for you to show it to the district attorney 
if you think best.

A L unatic M urders 
H is B rother 
T hen T akes H is Own Life. 
N e w Y ork, Sept. 
6 .—In one of the 
prettiest houses in Humboldt street, Union 
Hill, N. J., a murder and suicide occurred 
last night, and the quiet little town was 
thrown into a great state of excitement 
when the news of the tragedy spread. 
The 
dead men 
wore brothers. 
Jake 
Schlaepter, the murdered man, who was 
35 years of age, was born in Newark and 
went to Union Hill sixteen years ago with 
his parents. 
He was an able business man 
and soon became possessed of considerable 
property. 
He moved in tho best society 
in Hudson eounty and was universally 
respected. 
John, the murderer, was un­ 
married. 
It is said that religious excite­ 
ment while in San Francisco, coupled with 
unsuccessful 
business 
ventures 
there, 
turned John’s reason. 
His relations, who were well-to-do, paid 
his debts. 
John went to San Francisco 
and attempted to manufacture soap tubs, 
but failed in this also. 
His family then 
lost track of him until three weeks ago, 
when Jacob, His elder brother, was writ­ 
ten to from the Philadelphia lunatic asy­ 
lum informing him that his brother John 
was an inmate, and was harmless enough 
to be at large, provided he was watched. 
Jake hurried to Philadelphia and brought 
his brother to his home in Union Hill. 
The man behaved rationally until yes­ 
terday morning. Then the town physician, 
Schlemn, examined him and advised Jake 
to look after his brother, as the latter was 
inclined to be mischievous. 
This induced 
Jake to mention that an asylum would be 
tho Droper place for the unfortunate John. 
In some manner the latter heard the re­ 
mark and said he would never go back 
alive and Jake would never send him. He 
then dressed himself in his best clothes and 
went out of the house, not returning until 
8:30 o’clock last night. 
Ho stole quietly 
into the back parlor through the rear of 
tho house and hid behind tho door which 
opens into the front room, holding a re­ 
volver in his left hand. 
As his brother Jake approached at the 
door the demented man put the pistol 
almost to the former’s face, and hissing 
between his teeth, “ You’ll not send me to 
a mad house,” fired. 
The wounded man fell and in a few min­ 
utes expired. 
A child who saw tho shoot­ 
ing shrieked, and before any one could In­ 
terfere the crazy man put the muzzle of 
the pistol to his left temple and instantly 
killed himself. 
The wife of the murdered 
man, attracted by the pistol shots, ran Into 
the parlor, followed by her three children. 
When they realized fully what had hap- 
pend a 
heart-rending scene 
resulted. 
Physicians were summoned, 
but life in

The old log college celebration, under tho 
auspices of the Presbytery of Philadel­ 
phia, was bedull Thursday on tho old Ton- 
nent farm, near Hartsville, Bucks county, 
Pa,, 
where the college was originally 
located. 
Tho farm is about twenty miles from 
Philadelphia. 
Thursday’s exercises were 
really commemorative of the founding of 
the I Presbyterian church 
in tho United 
States. 
Toe log college was established in 
1726 by William Tennent, and flourished 
until 1742, when Princeton college was 
founded. 
It may bo said that the Prince­ 
ton institution sprang from the prim itive 
college established l»y Tennent. 
When tho 
celebration was first talked of President 
Harrison promised to attoud, and he has 
kept that promise by coming hero to­ 
gether with Postmastor-General Wana- 
tnakor, Mrs. 
Harrison, the Rev. J. 
W. 
Scott, and Private Secretary Halford. 
The President and his friends nrrivod 
from Washington Wednesday evening and 
spent the night at Mr. 
W anamaker’s 
country homo at 
Jenkintown. 
Early 
Thursday morning tho party started for 
the place where tho exorcises were held, 
driving in carriages over tho old York 
road for a distance of eight miles. 
Tents 
tyad been erected on tho Tennent farm and 
qn immense crowd from the surrounding 
country was present. 
There were also 
m any prominent Presbyterian divines. 
A 
long program of exercises had been a r­ 
ranged, and at 11:20 tho services of tho 
day were opened by tho reading of a 
verso of Scripture by tho Rev. Joseph 
Beggs, D. D., of Philadelphia. 
Thou fol­ 
lowed a prayer by tho Rev. L. W. Kckard 
Of A bington, Pa., to whoso energetic 
work the success of tho day’s celebration 
is duo. 
A t 11:70 the President, leaning on tho 
arm of Mr. W anamaker, entered the largo 
tent and was given a most enthusiastic re­ 
ception. 
They were followed by tho rest 
of the party, and all took front seats on 
{bo raised platform. 
Tho ladios carried 
beautiful bouquets. 
Gov. 
Beaver, 
who 
was also of tho party, received a generous 
ovation 
when 
ho 
ascended 
tho 
p lat­ 
form. 
As soon as the distinguished visi­ 
tors were seated the first paper of tho day 
was read by tho Rev. I). 
K. Turner of 
Hartsville. 
Tho address was descriptive 
of tho founding of {tho log < ollcgo. 
Hie 
speaker was followed by tho Rev. It. M. 
Patterson, D. D., LL. D., of Philadelphia, 
editor of tho Presbyterian, who delivered 
an address on “ Log Collego Evangelists.” 
Tho Rev. Dr. Murray, dean of Prince­ 
ton college, delivered a spirited address, 
and Rev. 
Richard Mcllwaine, D. 
D., 
LL. D., read a paper on “ Tho Influence of 
tho Log College in tho South.” 
The President Speak*. 
President Harrison was then introduced 
and was cheered by tho 25,000 present. 
Mr. Harrison spoke substantially as fol­ 
io vjs: 
“ I have had illustrated to mo here to­ 
day one of the consistent tenots of tho 
Presbyterian church. 
Nothing, I assure 
you, short of a robust embodiment of tho 
doctrine of the perseverance of tho saints 
in the person of our distinguished brother, 
the chairman, who has just introduced me, 
could have overcome tho difficulties which 
seem to bo in tho way of tlioso who attend 
celebrations. 
I thank you for your hospi­ 
table treatm ent of me and mine to-day, 
but I must say that I have much pleasure 
in being here, for every impulse of honest 
prido which stirs your hearts moves mine. 
I am glad to stand hero at tho source of a 
great movement. 
I am clad to bo hero to 
help celebrate one of those great impulses 
springing from a small beginning. I don’t 
want to exalt unduly the Pr^byterian 
church, and yet I think historians who have 
been' untouched by partisanship testify 
th at It bas been magnificently pushod on­ 
ward. 
Let us take no backward steps. 
Let us continue to m erit tho favor of God 
and do His work until tho world shall 
cease to move. 
Steadfastness is our char­ 
acteristic. 
Our enemies have called it ob­ 
stinacy, and there are occasions when even 
th at tra it and characteristic has its ser­ 
vice. 
LctJ us, my friends, continue to be 
steadfast to 
tho 
faith 
nurtured 
aud 
Strengthened on this sacred spot. 
Lot mo 
kindly thank you for this most cordial 
and brotherly greeting. 
Let me wish that 
this day will close as auspleiou sly as it has 
opened. 
Let me hope that those scholarly 
addresses which will convey new thoughts 
to your minds and that you will carry 
away from here pleasant recollections of 
tho day’s celebration.’* 
After tho singing of the hymn, “ Nearer, 
My God, to Thee,” a lunch was served of 
which 
tho Presidential party and the 
prominent members of the presbytery par­ 
took. 
After lunch President and Mrs. 
Harrison and tho Rev. Mr. Scott drovo 
back to Mr. W anam aker’s at Jenkintown. 
In the afternoon tho Rev. Ebenezer Er- 
skine of Neuville, Pa., delivered an ad­ 
dress on “ Presbyterians of tho Cumber­ 
land Valley.” 
Gov. Beaver read a speech 
eulogistic 
of the log 
collego and its 
founders, and Postmaster-General W ana 
m aker also spoke. 
President Knox and 
others closed tho speech-making. 
Letters 
from ex-President McCosli of Princeton 
and Gov. Green of Now Jersey were read, 
and also a letter w ritten in 1757 by Gil­ 
bert Tennent, 
son of the founder of tho 
log college. 
Tho exercises closed with a 
benediction spoken by tho Rev. Mr. Scott, 
tho father of Mrs. Harrison. 
The President at Jenkintown. 
J e n k in to w n , Pa., Sept. 
G.—Tho Presi­ 
dent, on his return to Mr. W anam aker’s 
country house here, was greeted along tho 
roadside by crowds of enthusiastic people 
In tho evening a few friends of the President 
sat down to an informal dinner with him, 
the party being tho guests of Mr. W ana­ 
maker. 
Among those present were W ill­ 
iam W alter Phelps, George W. Childs, 
Col. 
Elliott F. 
Shepard, Gov. Beaver, 
Thomas Dolan and several others.

President remained over night hero and 
left Philadelphia at 11:15 for Washing 
ton.

London, Sept. 6 .—Dock companies are 
beset with danger from a new 
point to­ 
day. 
Their permanent men now threaten 
to join the strikers unless the companies 
surrender speedily. 
A decision reached last night by the 
strike leaders to allow the men employed 
by wharfingers to return to work has had 
evident result and work is being gener­ 
ally resumed on tho river. 
It is estimated that 2,000 men are at 
work on the wharves. 
A t tho other 
wharves men have congregated 
in large 
numbers ready to go to work at a mo­ 
m ent’s notice,the wharfingers being ready, 
it is said, to make terras with the strikers. 
Tho aspect of affairs along the 'I hames is 
much livelier than for weeks past. 
Tho 
men who have obtained work contribute 
one day’s pay to the relief fund. 
Burns, in a speech to the dockmen, pre­ 
dicting tho success of the strike, announced 
that the demands now made were by no 
means final, and that when tho dock com ­ 
panies were beaten it would not bo a ques­ 
tion of 6 pence per hour for an ordinary 
day and 8 pence an hour for overtime, 
but 8 pence and 9 pence respectively. 
The officials of the dock companies have 
again called upon the police to protect the 
men who are at work. 
Tho ship-owners 
made another appeal for permission to 
unload ships themselves, but met with a 
curt refusal. 
Sir Donald Currie has announced his 
intention to ask parliament to deal with 
the privileges of dock proprietors and 
ship-owners 
and settle disputed rights 
regarding the unloading of vessels.

week of country life during dog days. Offers

prived of it another. 
In addition to the “country wook” plan 
of giving fresh air to tho boys and girls 
th;* Daily News has undertaken a new de­ 
parture, now in tho fourth year of its 
existence, and that is providing fresh air 
for the babies of tired and overworked 
mothers who have neither time nor money 
to give themselves and their

SOME INTERESTING POINTS—THE GREAT 
OYSTER BEDS OF THE CHESAPEAKE BAY. 


With the advent o! autumn, says the 
Evening Wisconsin, the oyster reoccu­ 
pies its place in the provision markets. 
It has not been entire absent during tbe 
summer months, for there are those who 
laugh at the tradition that,the nutritious 
bivalve is edible only during the months 
whose names contain the letter “r” and 
who indulge id their favorite sea toed 
year in and year out. But the cost of 
transportation in refrigerator cars, and 
the perishable nature of the oyster, com­ 
pel tbe large majority of dealers to fore­ 
go their sale, and consequently during 
May, June, July and August the delicacy 
may be had at first olaas restaurants only, 
As to the traditions of the “r” it is be­ 
coming understood that the tempera­ 
ture of the water in which the oysters 
are taken has muoh to do with thoir qual­ 
ity, and that if they are taken from cool 
ooean depths even during the hottest of 
summer weather they ars as wholesome 
and as nutritious as they can be in any 
of the months with an “r.” 
Reports from New York and Baltimore 
are to the effect that the season has 
opened briskly, and that the oysters are 
o f fine quality and quick of sale. 
It is 
said that oystermen who have been ever 
the beds report tbe crop as being very 
plentiful. 
Baltimore is the largest oyster market 
in the world. 
Tbe beds tributary to its 
canneries extend down the Chesapeake 
and up the Potomac a distance of about 
125.miles. 
Nearly 
100,060 people in 
Maryland and Virginia are Eapported by 
the oyster business, tbe “ shuckers,' 
or oyster openers, of Maryland alone 
numbering between 10,000 aud 12,000. 
The season at Baltimore will not open 
fully until tbe first of October, as dredgers 
are not permitted to work the beds dar­ 
ing September. 
Alt oysters taken on 
the Chesapeake daring 
the present 
month are lifted with tongs. 
The extent of j the oyster business is 
Bomthmg remarkable. 
It j s ascertained 
that the sales of the oysters in the ‘Unit­ 
ed States last year amounted to the sur­ 
prising aggregate of $77,000,000, Balti­ 
more and New York alone having han­ 
dled $63,000,000 worth, the sales of the 
Maryland metropolis exceeding those of 
New York by a round million.
